VALEDICTORY ADDRESS 


Until I finally sat down to write this speech 
there had been all sorts of idcas swirling 
around in my head concerning what it might 
sound like. But as these ideas slowly began to 
mesh and develop a structure, 1 couldn't help 
but wonder how much of it really merited thc 
effort or the breath. There are few things that 
do. 

According to the dictionary, thc 
valedictory address is an address of farewell, 
and, as the word implies, it is just as much a 
case of looking to the future as the past. 

But what of the past? What of the 
memories and experiences, the pleasures and 
the misfortunes? While much of what we've 
done here at school has already been lost to 
time, the remainder will no doubt resurface 
again and again in future states of mind, 
summoned there in the solitude of a rainy 
day, or brought to mind in a moment of 
relaxation. But regardless of its nature the 
memory will be different for every persor 
who brings it to light — idealized to greater 
or lesser degrees or purposely forgotten 
altogether.

All of us arc bound to have noticed that, 
like it or not, the last few years have forced us 
into situations in which our decisions would 
dictate the nature of our individual futures. IL 
is this process of decision-making that 
gradually changes us so that all the various 
facets of our lives become less and less wha. 
we can be and more and more what we are. I 


suppose the idea here is to keep the two 
harmoniously balanced and interrelating.

As 
someone once told me: Life is the art of the 
possible. 

To be any more specific about the past 
four, five or six years isn’ really necessary. 
The tendancy is to look back at the past and 
sentimentalize everything but the grudges we 
may hold — and those we blow out of 
proportion the opposite way. 1 feel that were 
1 to recap the excellence of all our athletic 
tcams, and then speak glowingly of our 
intellectual standards, then surely I should 
givc vent to all the things or people that 
created hassles from time Lo time. 

I think not. I leave that up to everyone 
when getting together over coffee or 
Canadian or whatever. This is just an address 
of farewell, and as farewells go, the best ones 
are usually the bricfest.
